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lands were paid prior to such sale, or where such lands 
have been redeemed according to law. 

SECTION 7. Nothing in this act contained shall be 
construe I as repealing or in any wise affecting the 
limitations contained in section one thousand two c'han-
dred and ten d ot chapter fifty of the revised statutes, 
and in section one thousand two hundred and ten e of 
said chapter, so far as said section relate q to tax deeds. 

SECTION 8. All acts and parts of acts conflicting 
with or in any manner contravening the provisions of 
this act, are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 9. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and alter its passage and publiaation.

AN ACT to legalize the acts of the Linden town mutual ire 
Insurance company in Iowa county. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows:

is hereby declared to be as legal and valid in all re-
spects as though the articles of association of said com-
pany had been duly filed in the office of the proper 
town clerk and within the time required by law.
